Cheers and Hisses as He Says He 
Won’t Yield to the Union— 
Opera Programme Changed. | 


The Metropolitan Opera House chorus 


went out on strike last night. 


The new union’s ultimatum 
ered to Director Conried by telephone at 
7 o’clock. The director, however, had de- 
cided what to do in such an emergency 
some time before and the curtain went up 
on “Faust” not more than fifteen min- 
utes late—minus the chorus. 

Caruso and Plancon sang in the first 
gcene, and the orchestra filled in the 
gaps. When the scene curtain dropped 
Herr Conried stepped out before it with a 
typewritten paper in his hand and an- 
nounced to the largest audience gathered 
within the walls of the home of grand 
opera in America this season that or- 
ganized labor had invaded sacred pre- 
cincts with its sordid demands. 

Hisses and Cheers. 


Herr Conried threw down the gauntlet 
to the labor powers, and hoped that the 
audience would enjoy the evening just 
a@s much without the chorus as with it. 

Sentiment was divided on this point 
There were shouts of ‘“‘ No, No!” hisses, 
and cheers. And the opera proceeded. 

Mme. Eames personally implored the 
members of the chorus not to strike, 
urging that it would be especially hard 
on her, as it was her first appearance 
this season. She talked with the men 
for some time, and joined with Mr. Con- 
ried in trying to make them understand 
that they would get no sympathy from 
other unicns. The older singers were in 
favor of delaying strike action, but the 
majority rule upset this plan. i 

The occasion had been heralded as a} 
red-letter night in the history of this sea- 
son’s opera. Caruso was scheduled to 
make his first appearance in French op- 
era in the r6le of Faust, and Mme. Eames 
was to appear for the first time this sea- | 
gon as Marguerite. 

With such a treat in store hundreds! 
on hundreds had set all else aside to be 
present, and a multitude poured in 
despite the deluge of rain outside. 

At 8 o’clock the house was packed from 
orchestra to the doors, and from pit to 
dome. Even the boxes filled up at an 
wariier hour than usual, and their occu- 
pants formed_a_.great glittering circle, 
that shared the cager expectancy of the 
rest of the house. 

Pérhaps some hundreds of the people 
présent had heard either that the 
fight for song with the union !abel had 
already begun or was likely to begin at 
any moment. This knowledge was con- 
fined for the most part to the throng 
standing half a dozen rows deep in the 
circumscribing aisles of the big audi- | 
torium. 

Orchestra Substitutes for Chorus. 

The curtain went up and Faust sang his 
opening lines. Then there was a break, 
which the chorus should have filled in; 
but the chorus was missing. A murmur 
of astonishment interrupted the orches- 
tra, and Faust began again. After a 
while Mephistopheles appeared and sang 
his accustomed lines. Then came more 
interludes distinguished by strike silences 
and an unsupported’ orchestra. 

The murmur of the astonished house 
rose to an excited pitch and when the 
scene curtain shut off the stage, com- 
ment, indignant for the most part, was 
heard on every hand.

GREAT BRITAIN DEMANDS 
EXPLANATION OF RUSSIA 


Rojestvensky Says British Admi- 
ral Was Ready to Sink Him. 


HIS STATEMENT AUTHORIZED 


Published with the Permission of the 
Minister of Marine—The Story 


Denied in London. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 8.—The re- 


markable allegation that the British fleet | 


was held in readiness to destroy the Rus- 
sian fleet if the battle of of 
Japan had gone in the Russians’ favor is 
made by Admiral Rojestvensky in a letter 
published in the Novoe Vremya to-day 
with the permission the Minister 
Marine. 

Referring to the absolute 
Admiral Togo in regard to the 
of his forces, Rojestvensky says: 

“This was unknown even to the 
miral of the British fleet allied with the 
Japanese, who concentrated his forces 
at Wei-hail-Wei in expectation of receiv- 
ing an order to annihilate the Russian 
fleet if this, the final object of 
Britain, was beyond 
Japanese.”’ 

The statement aroused an 
sensation in diplomatic circles, all the 
more so as the letter was published with 
the permission of the Minister of Marine. 

Mr. Spring-Rice, the British Chargé 
g@‘Affaires, without waiting for instruc- 
tions from his Government, demanded 
an explanation from Foreign Minister 
Lamsdorff this afternoon. 

From Admiral Rojestvensky’'s 
of his tactics in the battle the reader is 
almost convinced that the Russian com- 
mander outmanoeuvred Admiral Togo at 
every point, and was himself the real vic- 
tor. He deciares he knew AdmiraleTogo’s 
exact wherabouts two days before the 
battle, made his dispositions accordingly, 
and entered the fight with his eyes open. 
The Admiral only casually states in the 
course of his letter that the Minister of 
Marine is investigating the causes of the 
catastrophe in order to determine whether 
the commander shall be court-martialed 
for the loss of the fleet.

Education. cities and school districts 

throughout the State fn- 
dicate a steady and healthy growth in the 
system along right lines. Between forty 
and forty-five millions of dollars have 
been expended by the public schools of 
the State while several millions more have 
been expended by the private academies 
and colleges. Additional teachers and in- 
structors have been employed and the in- 
creased attendance indicates the interest 
which the people of this State feel in edu- 
cational matters. 

Of our State population 10 years of age 
and over, 54 per cent. can neither read 
nor write. There are elghteen States with 
a smaller percentage of illiteracy. The 
percentage has been precisely the same 
in the State of New York in the last three 
censuses. In 1870 it was about 7 per cent. 
In the country at large it is above 10 per 
cent. It is often assumed, apparently with 
undue haste, that the heaviest reentage 
of illiteracy is in the City of New York 
and among the more recent immigrants 
from other countries. The truth is that 
the percentage of illiteracy is decidedly 
lower in the City of New York than in| 
several of our rural counties, and ‘that 
there are more illiterate children in the | 
State between the ages of 10 and 14 | 
(ordinartly the last years of elementary 
school attendance) who are the children |} 
of native-born than of foreign-born 
parents. The facts are essentially the 
same as between the other cities and the 
rural districts 

The explanation is doubtless to be found | 
in part in the superior and more con- 
venient school accommodations in the} 
cities, but there {s some reason to think it 
may also be found in the more general 
enforcement of school attendance laws in 
the cities.

‘CHILD'S ENVIRONMENT 


MAKES ITS CHARACTER 


‘Children’s Court Report Says 
Heredity Is a Minor Matter. 


30-YEAR TEST OF THE THEORY 


No Wave of Juvenile Crime Here— 
Pocket Picking as Taught in Pool 
Parlors the Worst Evil. 


{ 
After giving the subject three years of | 
careful study the officers of the Child- | 
ren’s Court of New York don’t believe 
that heredity controls character. Draw- 
ing their conclusions from the thousands 
of cases of girls and boys arraigned for 
misconduct, they think heredity does in- 
fluence the life of a youth, but that the} 


| character of a boy or girl is largely de- 


fore reaching maturity. 

Statements to this effect are made in 
the report for 1905 of EE. Fellows Jenkins, 
chief probation officer of the court. After | 
reviewing the 1,188 cases which came 
before the court, he says: 

“Removing a boy or girl from im- 
proper environment is the first step in 
his or her reclamation. The theory that 
heredity has its influences has not yet | 
been entirely exploded, but that heredity | 
controls character is no longer believed 
to be a fact. Perhaps the best proof of 
the contention that environment has the 
strongest influence on the development 
of character is found in the records of 


|

| the New York Society for the Prevention 


of Cruelty to Children, which during} 


| thirty years has investigated cases in- | 


volving the social and moral welfare of 
over half a million children. Instances 
of this fact are of every day occurrences. 

“No less than in the permanent re- 
moval of children from improper guar- 
dians and their being placed in the control 
of individuals and institutions is the 
force for good found in their being placed | 
by any court of competent jurisdiction | 
on parole. In three years 3,377 children | 
arrested for various crimes and convicted | 
at our Children’s Court have been 60 re-| 
leased in the custody of their parents Rav 
guardians. The results have been by ne | 
means discouraging, even though they 
show that 16.8 per cent, of such children 
have been arrested for recurrent mis- 
behavior and committed to institutions. 

‘‘The more important fact is that 83.2 
per cent. have profited by the privilege 
of parole and have not later become 
yards of the court or prisoners of the 
police for any cause whatever. Un- 
fortunately too great stress has been 
laid upon the number of ‘parole boys/ 
gone wrong.’ These instances should 
rather be used to emphasize the number 
who have ‘gone right,’ and who are to- | 
day the best witnesses of that system.” 

The report shows that the greatest 
number of juvenile arrests last year were 
made ior ‘petit larcency, 802 boys and 8 
girls being taken into custody for the 
offense.

Offer of $1,500 to Defray Ex-| 
penses of American Team.

James E. Sullivan Receives Letter | 
from Consul General Botassi—Pres- 
ident Whitney Calls Meeting. 


That the Greeks in charge of the Olym-! 
Athens | 
are determined to have 
the best athletic talent in the world is 
evidenced by the offer of financial as- 
sistance contained in a letter just received 
by James E. Sullivan, Secretary of the 
Amateur Athletic Union, from Consul 
General Botassi. It shows that the Olym- 
pic Games Committee at Athens is anx- 
ious to have America well represented, 
and it has contributed $1,500 toward the 
American fund. The letter follows: 


New York, Jan. 2, 1905. 

James E. Sullivan, Secretary General of | 
the American Committee of the Olympic 
Games, City: | 

Dear Sir: I have the pleasure ta inform you 
that the Committee of the Olympic Games at 
Athens, taking into consideration the very 
heavy expense which wiil be incurred by the 
athletes who propose to take part in said 
games, has decided to come partly to their 
assistance, by disposing a certain amount of 
money to each of the forelgn committees, To 
this effect I am instructed to inform you 
that the Greek Committee placés at the dis- 
position of the American Committee the sum of 
7,500f., (about $1,500.) 

Besides this, the Greek Committee offers {ts 
brotherly hospitality to twenty of the Amert!- 
can athietes during their stay In Athens, and, 
moreover, being desirous to facilitate the ath- 
letes and also to encourage a greater number 
of American athletes or visitors to the games, 
the committee offers to provide board and 
lodging to the American visitors, who may so 
desire, at the rate of 7f. and upward per diem, 
provided due notice be given in advance of 
such purpose to the committee.

Federal Agents at Schenectady Belleve 
They Have a Strong Case—Com- 
pany Ready with Defense.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y., Jan. 8.—Two 
agents of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
nfission have been in this city for some 
time getting evidence on which charges 
of violation of the anti-rebate law will be 
made against the General Electric Com- 
pany. They declare that they 
tained enough to indict the big concern 
when the Grand Jury for the Northern 
New York District is called. 


The case against the General Electric | 


Company will hinge on the question 
whether a shipper of freight can legally 
receive a reduction in the published tariff 
of a railroad for switching or handling 
freight in its own yards. 
has been raised in the case of the Pabst 
Brewing Company. 

The agents know that the General 
Hleotric Company for seven years has re- 
ceived from the New York Central and 
Delaware and Hudson Railroads a re- 
bate of 20 cents a ton for all the freight 


that has been shipped from its Schenec- | 


tady plant. This is not denied by the 


concern. 

Last year nearly $90,000 was paid back 
by the two railroad companies. This 
amount, with what has been received at 
the plants at Lynn, Harrison, and other 
places, will make, it is believed, a total of 
$200,000. Payments were made by H. Y. 
Tindall, Traffic Manager of the Mer- 
chants’ Dispatch Transportation Company, 
and J. B. Brownell, claim agent of the 
Delaware and Hudson Company. A state- 
ment has been made every month, and 
checks made out in accordance with it. 

The ‘company’s defense to an indict- 
ment would be that it has built tracks in 
its yards and has engines and cars of its 
Own, manned by crews, which 
are used for switching purposes. The 
Government will maintain that in hand- 
ling its own freight the General Electric 
Company performed no service for thé 
railroads involved, but did what every 
shipper is required to do—deliver his goods 
for shipment on the cars and unload 
them from the side tracks.

howl going up from office speculators in 
most houses in Wall Street over 
heavy interest charges which they have 
found in their statements to-day for car- 
rying stocks during the past month in 
| consequence of the abnormally high rates 
jfor money which prevailed throughout 
December. I find that a canvass of the 
Street shows that a majority decided upon 
12 per cent., a great many have charged 
115 per cent., and some isolated instances 
eee 20 per cent. I can name 
of the biggest houses in the Street that 
have charged 11 to 12 per cent. 
charge of 9 per cent. is the lowest we 
have heard of, except in a few special 
instances. * * * An interest rate of 
15 per cent. for carrying stocks for a 
month would be equivalent to paying 
a dividend of 2 per cent. on a stock like 
St. Paul.
